WHEREAS,  Community Media Centers provide hyperlocal content that is not 

found on mainstream commercial media; and 

 

WHEREAS,  community media organizations provide people of all ages with the 

skills necessary for the creation, sharing, and consumption of 

knowledge and ideas through media on a growing number of 

platforms; and 

 

WHEREAS, community media is an important resource for participating in local 

democratic policy and processes, and connects community 

organizations, schools, and local governments to their constituents; 

and 

 

WHEREAS, people may not always be aware of the work done behind-the-scenes 

to record and archive this content by public, education, and 

government access channels or community radio stations; and 

 

WHEREAS,  Community Media Day is being celebrated nationally on October
